There is a rumor among the rail- 
road men in that the 
government is on the point of turn- 
ing back to the original owners the 
railroads which have been under 
control of the federal government 
aince the war began. It {fs stated 
that a general stocktaking program 
is under way at the present time 
with that object in view. 

Railroad men are not viewing the 
prospect with a greut deal of en- 
thusiasm, but on the contrary would 
like to see the government retain 
control of the roads, for the reason 
that.at the present time they are 
receiving higher pay for their work 
than ever before and they claim 
greater efficiency and less expense 
s involved in handling the proper- 
tler.

Here are two undoubtedly 


broad men of national, if not in- 


-ternational affairs, who are tak- 


ing opposite views on a subject, 
and creating an issue that can- 
not possibly bring either of them 
any profit or preferment at this 


time. Their opinions on the mer- 
its of the proposed constitution 
of the league of nationg are as 
wide apart as are the American 
cities in which these opinions 
were given expression. 

In view of this diversity of 
opinion on the part of big men, 


home folks can make up their 
minds as to the merits of that 
constitution ? 

Mr. Taft once believed that the 
American people did not have 
time enough from their daily 
work and rest and play to delve 


very deeply into matters of na- 
toma? gavertinient that snight be 
rather cloudy. He now thinks, 


probably that in affairs as in- 
volved and complicated as those 
6n which must be based the new 
comity of the nations, the aver- 
age man cannot see except 
through the eyes of those experts 
who are making a study of the 
situation their one big task. This 
latter view is certainly true. 
There ig a vast quantity of mo. 
tive back of the demands of Eu- 
ropean governments for a work- 
ing program in the world lea- 
gue, that we in America cannot 
understand just now. 
Wilson is probably as well equip- 
ped as any other man in the 
United States, with the exception 
of Elihu Root, to get to the bot- 
tom of international tangles 
among Europeans, and, no doubt 
his contributions to the constitu- 
tion of the league were based on 
what he understands to be the 
needs of the situation. 

The senators, and lots and lots 
of other people, have the idea 
that Wilson was rather a child in 
the hands of his associates at the 
peace table, for it is true that 
your European politician ig more 
an international expert that the 
American. Mr. Taft, lows 1den- 
tified with the league to enforce 
peace, now vigorously backs the 
first definable program for the 
accomplishment of peace enforee 
ment. Both the senator and fKe 


_ Judge will impress large num- 


bers of Americans with the jus- 
tice of their views, and congress 
will have a merry time trying to 
reflect its constituents. 

After a certain period of flux 
the league of nations will be es- 
tablished, and Uncle Sam wht 
bea member and his eyes will 
open to new and wide prontems, 
which the old gentlemen will at- 
tack with characteristic vigor.

Of course, it is not an original 
thought. The Bolsheviki do not 
thmk along original lines.

It is quite true the Bolsheviki 
will not, and cannot, understand 
that civilization itself depends 
upon the sanctity of private prop- 
erty no less than upon the sane- 
tity of individual conduct so long 
as the property and individual 
rights of ane person do not inter- 
fere with thesproperty and indi- 
vidual rights of another. If they 
could grasp their elementary 
principle in common sense they 
would not be Bolsheviki.

BUSINESS HANDLED BY COUNCIL 


ee, 


Routine business took up the most 
of the time of the city council at 
the meeting last night. There was 
no pyrotechnics and no flamboyant 
oratory, chiefly because of the fact 
that there was a very small audience 
to hear the forensic efforts of the 
members. 

The Richmcnd Land Company 
filed a protest against the improve- 
ment of Potrero avenue, for the rea- 
son that but one of the petitioners 
will in any wise be effected by the 
work) That is to say those who 
are wanting the work to be done 
will not have to pay for it, but 
wants it because it will be a matter 
of convenience for them to have a 
800d street to travel over. The land 
company has been to considerable 
expense in opening up and improv- 
ing streets in that portion of the 
city and does not feel that it should 
be called on to pay for unneces- 
sary work at this time, 

City Engineer Chapman has been 
instructed to prepare plans and spec- 
ifications for the improvement of 
the alley between Fourth and Fifth 
streets and Barrett and Ripley ave- 
nues. The idea is to pave. with 
concrete » base and asphalt top. 

Manager Claude E. Clark of the 
Fast Bay Water Company, protests 
against the license tax imp®¥ed on 
his company by the newly enacted 
ordinance fixing a license tax on the 
water concerns operating in Rich- 
mond, of which there are several. 
He says the sum fixed 1s altogether 
too high. With twice as many ser- 
ves the company pays Alameda one- 
half as much as Richmond. In Oak- 
land, with fifteen times as many 
serves only $400 more per year than 
Richmond is paid. The ‘ordinance 
passed last meeting called for a 
$600 license fee from the local wa- 
ter company. 

The city council will soon have 
an ordinance where disabled Cali- 
fornia soldiers may receive licenses 
to operate in this city. This ordi- 
nance will enable the soldiers who 
were disabled in the past wars of 
the United States to earn a living 
in the city without taxation. 

The Turner & Dahnken people arg 
to be punished for not obeying the 
gentle request of the council to fill 
up the basement dug on their prop- 
erty between Eighth and Ninth 
streets on Macdonald avenue. The 
council {s going to enact an ordin- 
ance taxing theatres on their gross 
receipts. In this way it is hoped 
to whip the theatre management 
into line to take heed to the man- 
date of the municipal authorities, 
though just how it will work out 
to that end perhaps nobody but 
the members of the council can un- 
derstand, for the law will probably 
effect all theatres. alike.
